ground on Monday, night, the 
damage in dollars and 
cents 
would 
not 
have 
been 
greater 
t h a n the 
amount of damage done b y the hard 
freeze which settled over t h e valley 
on Sunday and Monday nights. 


Not in twenty-five years has there 
been a freeze 
that in any way ap­ 
proached it In t h e way of damage. 
The oranges and lemons were badly 
frozen eleven years ago In this val­ 
ley, but since then the Covlna orange 
district h a s been 
j>ractlcally 
frost- 
less. 
The largest crop of oranges In 
the history of the industry was on the 
trees at the time the freeze came. 


The 
freeze 
was very general 
and 
impartial throughout the state. Prac­ 
tically t h e entire citrus crop Is ad­ 
mitted to bo damaged. 


All employees of t h e California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange which mar­ 
kets sixty-five per cent, of the oranges 
and lemons in California, will be ask- 
ed to consider a reduction in salaries. 
T h e salaries of these officials depends 
on the fruit shipped, and if none or 
practically none is marketed, payment 
for work will be difficult. 


Some of t h e independent 
packing 
concerns 
outside of the California 
Fruit Growers' Exchange, began pick 
ing and packing fruit the day 
after 
t h e big freeze, and it is said that they 
intend to rush t h e fruit to market.

These Greedy Shoals, That Mock Man'n 
Efforts to Tame Them, Onoe Gulped 
Down a Fleet of War Vessels With 
Over a Thousand Officers and Men. 


F r o m the steep rough shore of Deal, 
overlooking the ship swallowing Good­ 
win sands, many of the pilgrim fa­ 
thers 
embarked 
for 
America, 
and 
their descendants, in visiting or leaving 
England, travel through the famous 
downs from which their stern progeni­ 
tors set sail in search of perfect liberty. 
The Goodwins were then in the heyday 
of their evil reputation, and for un­ 
numbered 
years they 
have 
been us 
much the graveyard of the narrow sens 
as Sable island is of the Atlantic ocean. 
With fervent thankfulness the pilgrim 
fathers saw t h e last of tboso notorious 
and farrcaching 
shoals which 
break 
the vicious seas In gales and make 
them surge a n d roar like rapids and 
which, faithful 
to tholr 
treacherous 
character, appear on bright 
summer 
days as restful as golden plnins, with 
blue 
and 
glorious 
rivers 
runulng 
through-the countless channels. 


Ships of battle, treasure ships, In- 
dlamen with precious cargoes and end 
g r a n t ships have sailed ns far as the 
Goodwins a n d there have been engulf 
ed. 
Most travelers who skirt the coast 
between the Forelands see t h c g n u i u 
remains of melnncholy wrecks. 


Tho romantic tale is told that the 
Goodwins were a t one time a beautiful 
and fruitful island, the estate of ICnrl 
Goodwin, but Uint In 10(17 they bo 
came a vast shoal because of "a turbu­ 
lent rage of rain and an unbenrd of 
rage of the sea." T h e Island disap­ 
peared and became "Incredibly coverod 
with sand." 
T h a t has been the tradi­ 
tion for many centuries, and less than 
200 years ago there w a s an nlehnuso 
keeper who declared 
that his oaltcn 
sbuffleboard 
w a s made from 
a trco 
which grew on the Goodwins 
when 
they were an island. 


A. clerical Investigator, however, who 
knew the publican, sorrowfully clnssed 
him as a, lying fellow. 
Although the 
tradition is generally credited, It seems 
far moro likely that tho Goodwins are 
formed by tho strong run of the tide 
down tho North sea and the tide up the 
strait of Dover, the two meeting off 
the Kentish coast and sweeping vast 
quantities of Band in a whirlpool Hlimil 
In those days of lumbering 
sailing 
craft.. When vessels were completely nt 
the mercy of tho weather, there was 
little hopo of keeping clear 
o f the 
Goodwins unless the sands could he 
discerned and wind and tide were fn- 
vornblo. 
Ev^ry gale that blew 
gave 
tribute of life and vettHol to the HIKHIIH. 


There have been memorable disasters 
in recent years, even since steam be 
came almost universal for murine pro­ 
pulsion, but the most noted calamines 
rclato to the days of sail.

have been put on record none Is more 
terrible than tbo annihilation of nn en 
tiro 
fleet 
of 
wnrshlps In the storm 
which 
devastated 
England 
in 1703 
Thirteen 
warships 
anchored 
In the 
downs wero swept from their moor­ 
ings. 
Some were driven ashore. 
Flvo, 
Including four sail of tho line, wero 
burled toward tho Goodwins and dash 
ed to pieces. 
Nearly 1,100 officers and

perished,

saved and brought to shore by men of

Ing bases. More than 300 years ago a 
scheme wns formed to build u beacon 
or a lighthouse ou the Goodwins, but 
It camo to nothing.

afterward 
attempts were made to raise n light 
bouse, but the work was never On 
lHhcd. lu 18-11 an old ship w a s scut­ 
tled and w a s made a dead weight with 
ballast 
A mast was put lu her uud 
bore a beacon, but only for a time, 
The greedy Goodwins swallowed all. 


The only way fb conquer the shoals 
is to gird them with buoys and light­ 
ships, and that has beun so well ac­ 
complished 
that In fine weather the 
sands are marked as clearly on the 
writers as the hours are Indicated on 
the dial of n watch. 
Hut fogs make 
beacons useless, and so rapid Is the 
run of the sen In tho swashes or 
channels of the sands that even In 
clear 
weather 
nn experienced 
pilot 
may not get his vesnel safely through 
the'indlcnted trucks.—Walter Wood in 
Harper's Magazine.

WILL PRODUCE THE CROPS'-LIPMAN 


California has the most fertile Boil 
of a n y Hectlon of the United 
States, 
according to Dr. Charles U. Lipman, 
associate 
professor of soils 
in t h e 
University of California, and Callfor- 
nlo soil bacteria flourishes five times 
as deep in the earth a s In th*e soils 
of tin; Atlantic Coast o r the Missis­ 
sippi 
valley. 


Home of Professor 
Llpman's 
dis­ 
coveries a r e announced in a paper on 
"Tho 
Distribution and Activities of 
Bacteria In Soils of the Arid Helton," 
just published ns the commencement 
of a new scientific series. "The Univer­ 
sity of California Publications in Ag­ 
ricultural Sciences." T h e paper nays: 


"To 
study the workings of these 
tiny, Invisible creatures, without t h e 
fuld of which the fertility of t h e soil 
would dwindle away ruinously, the ut­ 
most, delicacy of methods was neces­ 
sary, t h a t the myriad of Inhabitants 
of each particular layer of soli might 
be studied In their own colonies, with­ 
out mlxlntf. 
With as much care as t h e 
surgeon 
uses to boil his Instruments 
and 
Htorlli7.fi 
his bandages, 
lest. It. 
would bo Infected by bacteria, did 
Professor Lipman proceed In h i s work 
with t h o soli bacteria, thus avoiding 
contaminations which iiil«ht have con­ 
fused or misled. 


"First a hole was (IiiK twelve 
feet 
deep, largo enough for a man to stand 
In, and with one strulKht-up-and-down 
wall. 
T h e next day a spado w a s ster­ 
ilized and a layer of soil five or six 
Inches thick was sliced down 
along 
"the vertical wall. 
Then, at levels of a 
foot apart, spots woro marked 
where 
samples 
wore 
to be tnkon—twelve 
levels In all. Then a plumber's torch 
was fired over each spot, 
t h a t t h e 
flaino might 
thoroughly 
sterlll'/o t h e 
earth 
surface. 
Thou tin tubes 
were 
taken from a storlll'/.lng ovon In which 
thoy had been 
baking for a n h'our 
and a half a t 1 no dogreos centigrade, 
to bo absolutely frood 
from any bac­ 
terial 
life, and those tin tubes, t e n 
Inches long and an inch In diameter, 
woro driven Into tho wall, drawn o u t 
full of soil, and stoppered with a ster­ 
ilized cotton plug. All this elaborate 
precaution meant, that ltmldo t h o tubes 
would bo absolutely n o bacteria ex­ 
cept those which had boon 
dwolllng 
there In that particular layer of soil. 
Tho touch of a finger tip to tho In­ 
side of a tube or to t h e mtrfU might 
have 
spoiled tho significance of the 
result, of a test. 


"Then in Dr. Upmun's bacterlolog- 
s.;al laboratory nt the l'nlv«r«jl»y -five 
g r a m s of each soil smnpln were placed 
In a solution, 
Incubated and finally 
tests wore made as to tho power of 
the bacteria In each sainplo for work­ 


ing over organic m a t t e r in'the soil Into 
nltro compounds which the plant can 
assimilate, or for fixing the nitrogen 
of the air itself, and so enriching the 
soil, a s do the bacteria on the roots 
of alfalfa, the clovers, peaB, vetches 
and 
other 
leguminous 
crops, a fact 
which makes t h e plants BO valuable 
for 
alteration, 
with 
cereals or root 
crops. 


"in many different parts of Califor­ 
nia samples of Rolls were taken, with 
this same elaborate 
care to prevent 
contamination of one layer from an­ 
other. 
Among the soils so examined 
bacterlologically wore a sllty alluvial 
loam from t h e University farm a t Da- 


vis, two sandy alluvial loams from a 
wheat field and from an almond or­ 
chard on the University farm, a red 
clay loam from a Riverside mesa or­ 
ange grove, and alkali soil from 
near 
Tulare, a stiff clay adobe from Imper­ 


ial, a sandy soil from Coachella val­ 
ley, and a fertile alluvial loam 
from 
llayward. 


"The results of these 
bacteriologi­ 
cal examinations threw a good deal of 
light on the California 
soils, Invalu­ 
able studies of which have been car­ 
ried on a t Berkeley for thirty 
years 
by Professor 
Kugene W, Ullgard, of 
International renown for his research­ 
es In soil problems, and by his coad­ 
jutor, Proferror R. H. I.oughrldge. It 
was at. Professor 
Hllgard's 
Instance 
that Dr. Lipman 
came to California 
flvo years ago to investigate in the 
practically untouched 
field of Califor­ 
nia soil bacteriology, In order 
that 
these biological studies might expand 
tho chemical a n d physical knowledge 
of 
California 
soils 
already 
achieved 
In such groat measures. 


"In these soil columns, save 
those 
which were ruined by alkali or which 
turned Into coarse sand, bacteria were 
found, diligently at work, right down 
through every foot of the twelve feet, 
busy turning other constituents of tho 
soil Into soluablo compounds of am­ 
monia which t h e plant could u s e di­ 
rectly or compounds which tho action 
of othor bacteria could turn Into n k 
trates assimilable by tho plant. Yet 
In 
BOIIB In a humid region, go down 
forty 
inches and tho last 
bacterium 
has 
boon found. 
T h e soil below is 
sterile, and no bacterial action 
going 
on to make" It serve tho plant's needs. 


"That Is what this deep 
workings 
of tho bacteria which inaknB it pos­ 
sible for the California farmer to lev­ 
el up hi" fields for Irrlgntli'.fr, 
In tho fact that when ho bus scraped 
off three or four feet, of soil the lower 
soil now exposed Is Just, as useful as 
what was on top before."

COVIN WOMAN WRITES OPTIMISM 


INTO REMARKABLE STORY OF FREEZE 


By Myra Nye. 


The orange is put laBt; for that, 
temporarily, ia compelled to take a 
back seat. But, indeed, so is the wo­ 
man of the citrus orchards—hot the 
back seat of that 1913 model auto­ 
mobile she was planing to buy with 
the returns from this year's crop. It 
is the back seat as to the eternal 
feminine of fine clothes. 
She, how­ 
ever, is to the front in this—she sees 
a way out. She went In ginghams 
the year around to pay off the mort­ 
gage, she didn't have a pair of shoes 
to match every gown, or silk hose for 
every-day wear, or a chiffon veil of 
every hue to correspond with 
each 
expensive hat, and one suit lasted 
three years when she was helping to 
buy the ranch. She was the conserv- 
er then; she can be that again and the 
economist, and both with a smile. It 
is not so bad, after all; it is only that 
as usual, "the unusual" has happened. 
"Never known to be so cold in the 
remembrance of the oldest 
inhabi­ 
tant," the familiar saying transports 
us back East were we are by no 
means so well off as we are here. 


Over $50,000,000 was the conserva­ 
tive estimate of the orange crop of 
Southern California just one week ago. 
it 
was' a bumper 
crop, and oh the 
beauty of the orchard then! Now— 
well, we love our trees 
aside 
from 
their intrinsic value; so we wouldn't 
look at them if\.they did not compel 
our vision by stretching in disconso­ 
late perspectives away from 
every 
window of our ranch house. 


The pessimist says 100 per 
cent, 
gone; the reasonable man says 75 per 
cent, gone; the cheerful optimist says 
50 per cent., and the irritating fool 
brand of an optimist who daren't look 
the thermometer in the face estimat­ 
es 10 per cent, only, damaged. 


We women are casting up a sort of 
average and we agree with the 75 per 
cent, estimate, and at that we are left 
with a return of $12,500,000, which is 
a considerable sum of money. Now 
Southern California is big, but the cit- 
Tua district is not big; in fact, it is 
the smallest area of land devotsd to 
any kind of fruit-growing that yields 
anything like so big a return. 
That 
resolved to its lowest terms means, 
there is no fruit land so valuable the 
world over. 


We still have the land, we still have 
the trees, we still have the returns 
from last 
year's 
crop 
invested in 
clothes, in comforts and luxuries; we 
may most certainly look forward to 
next year's returns; new lemons will 
be starting one month from today, na- 
vel oranges 
blossoming In three 
months, and Valencias in four. Wo 
still have other industries to a greater 
extent than ever before and we still 
have the climate—though I will admit 
climate has degenerated lately into 
mere weather. 


All day Sunday we looked gloomy, 
at night the gloom ascended in the 
smoke of the smudge pots; but the 
most ardent advocate of smudging 
claims only a rise of seven degrees 


when it works. Alas, all the pots did­ 
n't work, and Monday morning every 
breakfast table in the valley added to 
its menu at least one orange cut in 
two; but this frappe did not add to the 
cheer of the meal. 
Soon we were ex­ 
changing notes over the telephone as 
to bursted solar heater pipes, icicles 
in the sun on the fig tree where the 
water had blown from the leaking pip­ 
es, as to the children skating on the 
reservoir, as to the mushlness of our 
fruit. "Lemons badly hurt," we agreed! 
"Valencias touched in the rim; navels 
thafiks be, all right." 
Then we ended 
facetipnsly: "Cheer up, the worst Is 
yet to come." And Tuesday night it 
came, with the thermometer at 8 p. m. 
gently caressing 22 deg., then lower­ 
ing, and for four solid hours tightly 
hugging 20 deg., and not a breeze stir­ 
ring. Wind had not been 
especially 
kind to us of late, but now we longed 
for it. 


I made coffee at 12 o'clock for all 
the smudgers on our ranch last night," 
said a new member of our woman's 
club as we gathered around the glow 
Itig fireplace after meeting adjourned 
to talk weather as we had never talk 
ed it before. Her elation was not due 
to 
the 
fact 
that she was coining 
a word, but to the Joy of doing some­ 
thing in an emergency. She was hand­ 
somely gowned, clad in sealskin jack­ 
et which showed her prosperity as the 
handsome clubhouse showed the pros­ 
perity of our community, a place sim­ 
ilar in size to the rural districts in 
other parts of our country, for we 
number only 2000 in habitants; but we 
are not like them In any other re­ 
spects. 
We and other small 
towns 
are way ahead beeauso of aforesaid 
oranges and climate. The town home 
of this club member is nearly a mile 
from her ten acres of oranges, and she 
went that distance alone, late at night, 
carrying, as she laughingry related, a 
family heirloom, an old revolver or 
gun of revolutionary days and fame. 
"It was all I had for protection," she 
said. 


Just such courage was the common 
expression of all the women in the 
group, and such is going to be their 
reasonable 
optimism 
unless—unless 
they remove the tariff from our citrus 
fruits. 
This argument in favor of re­ 
duction has reached our ears: "The or­ 
ange growers of Southern 
California 
are invariably rich; they are not the 
clr.ss to he favored; they can afford re­ 
duction. " Yes, we are rich In content, 
In happiness, In well-regulated living, 
in typical American prosperity, none 
of which comes without being earned. 
Covina is not the home of the quick- 
rich or the millionaire as a rule. Every 
ranch has been Industriously acquired, 
and Covina has not felt the need of 
bombastically to boost land values. 
She did not care to sell. I believe thlB 
Is true of most of tho orange growing 
districts; but now that argument does 
not hold good. To remove or even to 
reduce the tariff would be ultra-calam­ 
itous; it would be hitting us when we 
are down. 


strongly urge that If the industrial 
law Is to continue as a state policy, 
that you adopt means to establish a 
state Insurance fund." 


The governor declared emphatically 
that the exemption of farmers 
from 
the employers' liability act would be 
"a distinct step backwards." 


Scoring the insurance companies he 
said: "One of the chief state difficul­ 
ties is the rapacity of the Insurance 
companies. In this sort of greed they 
have lovei^reached 
themselves 
and 
have hastened the necessity for state 
insurance." 


Tho governor declares that funda­ 
mental ideas of humanity 
and de­ 
cency of government, like the neces­ 
sity of keeping the government re­ 
sponsible to the people, should be In 
stilled by the university Into future 
citizens, along with hostility to cajol­ 
ery and bribery of public officials, ai 
these future citizens must take up the 
burden of the perpotuation of tho na- 
tiou. 


Referring to the state board of med­ 
ical examiners the governor 
stato-a 
that, he assumes the legislature will 
deal with the formation of a new board 
and remodel the present law. 


"Because of this assumption," ho 
says, "I 
have 
not 
attempted , any 
change In the board itself. I should 
have ^ o n e s o / b u t 
desired to await 
your action. 
If in your wisdom you 
don't see flt to act I shall, through ap­ 
pointments, undertake to remodel the 
board." 


^ HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 
The governor proclaims himself as 
in accord with the state highway com­ 
mission plan to derive revenue through 
a larger motor vehicle tax for tho 
maintenance of state roads. 


BANK LAW CHANGES. 
Referring to certain banks' attitude 
toward the p'roposed monetary meas­ 
ures and strict supervision over finan­ 
cial institutions, the governor 
states 
Influences have been busy attempting 
to have officials "forget certain pro­ 
visions of the present law. If there 
is irritation or hostility by bnnkeiv 
because of the enforcement of the 
law, then the law must bo changed, 
not the attitude of the superintendent 
of banks toward the law," 


He adds his approval to amend­ 
ments to be proposed by tho superin­ 
tendent of banks. 


The governor suggests that the leg­ 
islature follow the recommendations 
of the new immigration 
commission 
regarding handling immigrants follow­ 
ing the opening of the Panama canal 
so as to prevent congestion and over­ 
crowding.

tulos That Govern the Civilised Pow« 
•rs of the World. 


As at present formulated by the civ­ 
ilized powers of the world, the "laws 
ot war" forbid 
the use of poison 
ngnlnst the enemy; murder by treach­ 
ery, as, for example, assuming the uni­ 
forms or displaying the flags of foes; 
the murder of those who have surren­ 
dered, whether upon condition or at 
discretion; declarations that no quar­ 
ter will be given to an enemy; tho use 
of such arms or projectiles as will 
cause unnecessary pain or suffering to 
an enemy; the abuse of a flag of truce 
to gain information concerning an eno- 
my's position; all unnecessary destruc­ 
tion ot property, whether public or 
private. 


Those Inws also assort that only for- 
titled places snail be besieged, open' 
•itles or villages not to be subject to 
•ik'Ke or bombardment; that 
public 
nulldlncs o f whatever 
character, 


»vhetiitM- belonging to state or church, 
-•liiili in- spared: that plundering by 
prlvnto soldiers or their officers shall 
iu> considered Inadmissible; that prls- 
•mors shall lie treated with common 
tmmnnlt.r; that the personal 
effects 
nnU private property of prisoners, ex­ 
cept (heir arms and ammunition, shall 
he respected; that tho population of 
an 
enemy's country shall bo consid­ 
ered exempt from participation In the 
war unless by hostile acts they pro­ 
voke the Hi will of the enemy.—N«w 
Vorlc Press. 


State High Schools 


Have Big Growth 


"The growth of the high school in 
California has been truly marvelous," 
says Superintendent Hyatt In his bi­ 
ennial report to Governor Johnson. 
"There seems to be no limit to what 
the people will do in the way of pro­ 
viding buildings and equipment for 
this popular educational institution." 


Hyatt bases this statement on a ta­ 
ble of school figures showing tho de­ 
velopment of the high schools during 
the last ten years,.from 139 to 229 In 
number. He shows that the annual 
cost per high school pupil exclusive of 
the cost of buildings has risen from 
$58.28 to $90.21, and that the total ex­ 
penditures of all kinds amounted to 
$6,862,735 In 1912, nearly Ave times as 
large as in 1902. 


The ratio of Increase in the number 
of teachers employed, the enrollment 
of pupils and the averago attendance 
ranges from 200 to 300 per cent. 


The number of graduates from high 
schools in 1912 was nearly twice as 
many as in 1902. 


Nearly six times as much money 
was received for high school purposes 
in 1912 as in 1902, while the amount 
of money expended on the erection of 
new modern buildings 
was 
fifteen 
times greater. The total expended for 
teachers' salaries shows a large gain- 
In spite of the generouB expendi­ 
ture for high school instruction and 
the growth of these schools, Hyatt 
points out that attendance falls off 
—scie"tirau 
-S<rpor eent-.-fiftrr tho first 
year. 
He urges that the educational 
forces of the state rise to the occa­ 
sion. 


Governor Advocates 


Flood Regulation 


Governor Johnson's 
message was 
transmitted to the legislature Monday. 
He 
dees a serious 
and immediate 
problem In provision for revenue for 
the next biennial period and demands 
immediate action. 


The greater part of the message 
deals with enactments supplementary 
and amendatory to the legldlatlon of 
recent sessions. He heartily endorses 
the "blue sky" law protecting against 
wild catting. 
He advocates an ad­ 
ministrative commission for supervi­ 
sion over state institutions, superced­ 
ing the governing boards of many in­ 
stitutions and urges an Industrial ac­ 
cident law and state Insurance fund. 
He flays the rapacity of the Insurance 
companies In California and urges that 
the state university be brought closer 
to the average citizen. 


The governor also advocates prison 
reform, steering between 
"harshness 
and mawkish sentimentality." 
lie ad­ 
vocates provision for tho enlargement 
of the crowded insane asylums, flood 
control for inland waterways Is advo­ 
cated. An enabling act for free dlstri 
butlon of text books Is urged and the 
enlargement of the work of the horti­ 
cultural commission l a advocated. 


He declares that the small proper 
ty holder Is 
paying 
proportionally 
greater taxes than the public service 
corporations 
He urges equalization 
and an Increase In the corporation tax- 
i es, with a better provision for thc-'.r 
collection.
